THE MISANTHROPIST. 


CHAUBERT was born at Bourdeaux, and 
died theré net many years ago in the Francif- 
can covent ; I was in that city foon after this 
evet, and my curiofity led me to colleét feveral 
particulars relative to this extraordinary hu- 
mourit. He inherited a good fortune from his 
parents, ahd in his youth was of a beuevolent 
difpofitioa, fubjed however to fudden caprices 
gad extremes of love and hatred. Various cau- 
fes are aifigned for his mifanthropy, but the prin- 
cipal difget, which turned him foriows againtt. 
ywankind, feems to have arifen from the treach- 
ery of a friend who ran away with his miltrefs, 
jot when Chaubert was on the point of marry- 
rying her; the ingratitude of this man was cer- 
tainly of a very black nature, and the provoca-- 
tion heinous, for Chaubert, whofe paflions were 


fiancet of romantic generofity to this unworthy: | 
friend, and repofed an entire confidence in him 
in the matter of his miftrefs: He had.even faved 
him from drowning one day atthe imminent 
rik of his life, by leaping out of his own beat 
into the Garonne and fwimiming to the aikftance 
ei bis, wheu it was faking in che middie of she 
fream: His padion for his miftrefs was no lefs 
vehement ;. fothat his difippojatment had‘every 
aggravation pofible, and, operating upera pa- 
wre more than commonly fafeeptible, reverféd 
every priaciple of humanity inthe heart of Chau- 
bert, and made him for the greateft part of his 
life, the declared enemy ef human natore. 

After many years pafied in foreign parts lie 
was accidentally breught to his: better fenfes by 
eifcovering thay throuph: thefe events, whieh he 
had fo deeply refented, he had providentially 
efcaped irom miferies ef the meft fatal nature: 
Thereupon he reterned to- his ewn couatry, and 
enteriug into the orderof Francifcaus, eimpley- 
id the remainder of his life in atoning for his paft 
errors alter the molkexemplary manuer. On all 
éccahons of diftvefs Father Chaubert’s zeal pre- 
feate.. itfelf tothe relief and comfort of the un- 
fortunate, and fometimes he would exuforce his 
admonitions of refignation by the lively picture 
he would draw of his own exiravaganets ; in 
extraoidinary cafes he has beew known to give 
his communicants a tranfcrips or diary in bis* 
own hand writing of certain paffages of his life, 
ia which he had minuted his thooghts at the 
time they vecurred, and which he kept by him 
for fuch extraordinary purpofes.
